No  Magic  Cure 

Anticipating  the  widespread  discussion  on  the  used- 
car  part-exchange  “problem”  which  was  bound  to  arise 
as  the  seller’s  market  gradually  swung  over  to  a  buyer’s 
market,  these  Talks  gave  the  reminder  last  November  that 
there  is  no  magic  cure  for  the  “problem.”  and  that  the 
“problem”  does  not  in  any  case  exist  until  it  is  creattKl  by 
the  individual. 

Nevertheless,  the  old.  old  desire  for  the  magic  cure  Is  being 
expressed  again.  Surely,  it  is  argued,  some  form  of  control 
is  possible  which  will  take  the  risk  out  of  the  part-exchange 
business  for  honest  motor  agents  and  curtail  the  activities  of 
the  other  sort?  Among  ideas  currently  being  examined  are 
(1)  A  re-ha.sh  of  the  old  used-car  price  lxK>k  and 
(2>  Independent  valuation  of  every  trade-in. 

Alas,  neither  of  them  provides  the  answer.  The  price 
book,  though  useful  as  a  guide,  falls  down  as  soon  as  it 
attempts  to  fix  anything  as  unfixable  as  the  value  of  a  used 
car.  All  it  succeeds  in  doing  is  to  give  valuable  information 
to  the  unscrupulous  dealer  and  the  wily  motorist.  Independent 
valuation  would  have  a  similar  effect  and.  In  addition,  would 
tend  to  discourage  sales  by  creating  an  awkward  pause  in 
every  deal  at  the  very  point  at  which  a  sale  might  otherwi.se 
have  been  clinched. 

Between  the  two  wars  a  large  number  of  .schemes  were 
devised  by  well-meaning  motor  agents  with  the  idea  of 
solving  the  so-called  “problem.”  They  either  never  got  beyond 
the  paper  stage,  or  fizzled  out  .soon  after  birth.  To  show  the 
younger  members  of  the  motor  trade  how  whiskery  this 
question  is,  we  have  recalled  some  of  the  .schemes  elsewhere 
in  this  issue.  In  our  view,  they  are  no  more  workable  to-day 
than  they  were  then. 

In  other  words,  “The  G.  and  M.A.”  is  convinced  now,  as  it 
has  always  been,  that  there  is  no  miracle-working  formula  to 
replace  efficiency  and  sound,  unshakable 
business  principles  in  the  car  sales  depart¬ 
ment.  Our  correspondence  columns  .show 
that  we  are  not  alone  in  that  view.

Bulky  dossier 

WHEN  we  pulled  out  the  dossier 
headed  “Used-car  ‘problem’  ’’ 
from  “The  G,  and  M.A.” 
archives,  we  half  regretted  giving  the 
promise  In  this  week’s  Terse  Talk  to 
recall  from  the  past  some  of  the 
schemes  which  have  been  devised  as 
“cures”  for  this  so-called  “problem.” 
The  dossier  is  so  very  bulky,  most  of 
the  schemes  are  complicated  in  detail, 
and  our  space  is  limited. 

The  schemes  make  fascinating  read¬ 
ing,  however,  if  only  for  proving, 
once  again,  that  hope  springs  eternal 
in  the  motor  trade’s  bosom  on  this 
particular  subject,  in  spite  of  so  much 
evidence  that  the  hope  is  forlorn. 
They  also  show  the  ambition  which 
so  many  members  of  the  motor  trade 
have  had  to  make  themselves  and 
their  fellows  proof  against  making 
trading  mistakes.  But  we  cannot 
examine  the  p.sychology  of  the  schemes 
any  further  at  this  moment.  All  we 
can  do  is  to  describe  some  of  them 
briefly,  in  the  hope  that  memory  of 
their  uselessness  as  miracle-working 
“cures”  will  prevent  them  from  being 
re-hashed  now  and  wasting  further 
time  and  trouble. 

Complete  realisation  of  that  hope  is 
also  forlorn,  we  know.  Inevitably,  as

market  conditions  change,  bright 
ideas  for  preventing  over-allowances 
and  making  profit  automatic  will 
emerge— are  already  emerging,  in  fact. 
The  used-car  price  book  and  the 
independent  valuation  scheme  are 
already  being  dusted  off  for  re¬ 
examination.  and  despite  the  fact  that 
motor  agents  were  clamouring  for 
used  cars  only  a  short  while  ago,  the 
segregatlon-of-new  -  from  -  used  -  cars 
idea  has  al.so  popped  up  again. 

But  there  Is  a  marked  difference 
between  the  discussions  now  going  on 


Though  most  of  these  schemes 
a  lesson  for  the 


and  those  that  occurred  between  the 
two  wars.  Then,  a  majority  of  the 
retail  trade  seemed  to  be  convinced 
that  somewhere  there  was  a  magic 
solution  for  the  trade-in  “problem.” 
To-day  a  large  body  of  opinion  are 
advocating  a  “free  for  all”— no  doubt 
those  men  who  remember  pre-war 
conditions,  and  who  agree  with  “The 
G.  and  M.A.”  that  there  is  no  substi¬ 
tute  for  efficiency  in  the  sales  depart¬ 
ment  and  that  the  natural  law  of 
supply  and  demand  should  be  allowed 
to  operate. 

Sir  Noel  Mobbs’  offer 

However,  let  us  dip  into  that  dossier. 
One  of  the  most  interesting  of  the 
many  well-intentioned  schemes  which 
we  could  recall  was  Sir  Noel  Mobbs’ 
offer,  in  1932,  to  buy  up  and  sell  the 
trade’s  part-exchange  vehicles.  Under 
this,  he  proposed  that  the  United 
Motor  Finance  Corporation.  Ltd.,  of 
which  he  is  Chairman,  should  pur¬ 
chase  every  used  car  offered  to  the 
trade  in  part-exchange  for  a  new 
vehicle,  according  to  maximum  and 
minimum  prices  quoted  in  a  monthly 
list  to  be  issued  by  the  Corporation. 

He  also  suggested  forming  central 
depots  for  the  reselling  of  the  used 
cars  and  appointing  a  considerable 
number  of  agents  as  National  Second¬ 
hand  Motor  Vehicle  Agencies.  In 
addition,  depots  were  to  be  set  up  for 
scrapping  old  cars  and  to  destroy  in 
this  way  not  less  than  10,000  in  the 
first  year,  15,000  the  second  year  and 
20,000  or  more  in  each  successive  year. 
These,  of  course,  are  only  the  barest 
details  of  a  scheme  which  was  remark¬ 
able  for  the  detail  in  which  it  had 
been  worked  out. 

Then  there  was  the  Fogden  Used- 
Car  Plan  of  1931,  devised  by  Frank 
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were  never  born,  they  teach 
present — and  future 


Fogden,  of  Fogdens,  Ltd.,  Southend- 
on-Sea.  In  essence,  this  plan  proposed 
the  fixing  of  maximum  trade  purchase 
prices  for  used-car  trade-ins  by  means 
of  a  rigid  scale  of  percentage  deduc¬ 
tions  from  the  retail  selling  prices  of 
the  cars  when  they  were  new.  the 
deductions  not  to  be  arrived  at 
arbitrarily  but  to  be  based  on  experi¬ 
ence  of  values  In  the  secondhand-car 
market. 

The  idea  was  that  the  Motor  Trade 
Association  (now  the  British  Motor 
Trade  Association)  should  officially 
adopt  the  scales  and  make  it  a  stop- 
list  offence  to  allow  more  for  a  used 
car  than  the  scales  indicated. 

“An  alternative  to  ‘Segregation’  ’’ 
was  the  description  of  a  plan  which 
appeared  In  1930  whereby  it  was  sug¬ 
gested  that  no  authorised  agent  for 
any  given  make  of  car  should  be 
allowed  to  take  In  part-exchange  any 


make  of  car  for  which  he  was  not  an 
authorised  agent.  In  the  case  of  cars 
of  other  makes  which  were  offered,  it 
was  laid  down  that  the  deal  should  be 
carried  through  jointly  with  an 
authorised  agent  for  that  make. 

It  was  also  proposed  that  an  amal¬ 
gamated  board  of  manufacturers 
should  appoint  district  valuers  to  fix 
the  prices  of  used  cars,  the  valuations 
to  be  duly  registered  and  to  apply  to 
the  whole  trade. 

Control  by  distributors 

Acting  on  the  a.ssumption  that  the 
Used-Car  Market  Report  book  was 
“the  only  accurate  means  of  assessing 
the  value  of  used  cars,’’  E.  Knott,  of 
Bournemouth,  suggested  in  1932  that 
the  prices  should  be  “maintained 
religiously,”  not  by  the  B.M.T.A.  stop 
list,  but  by  all  distributors. 

In  the  event  of  a  dealer  allowing 
more  than  the  book  prices,  it  was  pro¬ 
posed  that  all  distributors  should 
refuse  to  supply  him  with  new  cars  for 
one  month  (for  the  first  offence >, 
three  months  (for  a  second  offence >,

Similarly,  any  distributor  or  trader 
found  supplying  the  stopped  trader 
would  be  in  turn  stop-listed  and  might 
have  his  agency  or  agencies  taken 
away. 

Clear! n(i>house  and  club 

In  1925  there  was  “A  Co-operative 
Scheme  for  Dealing  with  the  ‘Part-ex- 
change’  Problem,”  under  which  it  was 
prop<j.sed  to  form  a  limited  liability 
company  for  the  establishment  in 
London  of  a  clearing  house  for  used 
cars  and  a  club  for  motor  agents.  Fort¬ 
nightly  lists  of  used-car  values  were  to 
have  been  Issued  to  shareholders,  and 
the  company  offered  to  buy  for  cash 
any  used  cars  at  the  quoted  prices,  to 
lend  money  on  used  cars,  to  collect 
and  deliver  used  cars  for  shareholders, 
to  get  replacement  parts  for  them,  and 
provide  garage  accommodation,  ser¬ 
vice  and  supplies,  and  all  the  ameni¬ 
ties  of  a  private  club. 

The  company  was  to  have  had  a 
capital  of  £100,000  in  £1  shares,  and 


manufacturers  and  agents  were  in¬ 
vited  to  subscribe  for  not  less  than  one 
hundred  shares  each. 

There  have  been  many  other 
schemes,  notably  the  Raymond  P, 
Petty  plan  for  the  individual  valuation 
of  all  used  cars  by  regional  examiners, 
and  the  issuing  of  valuation  certifi¬ 
cates.  Other  countries  have  tried  them 
out,  too  (remember  the  Windsor 
Scheme  imported  from  Canada  in  1927 
by  the  Motor  Agents’  Association?) 
But  we  feel  that  we  have  said  enough 
to  show  that  the  “problem”  is  a  very, 
very  old  one,  and  that  the  possibility 
of  finding  a  cure  for  it  by  means  of 
artificial  control  is  as  remote  as  ever 
it  was. 

Apart  from  the  fact  that  it  is  debat¬ 
able  whether  any  scheme  designed  to 
remove  the  need  for  individual  busi¬ 
ness  ability  would  be  of  ultimate  bene¬ 
fit  to  the  retail  motor  trade,  even  if  it 
worked,  “The  G,  and  M.A,”  is  con¬ 
vinced  that  very  little  now  remains  to 
be  added  to  the  mass  of  thought  that 
has  already  been  bestowed  on  the  solv¬ 
ing  of  the  “problem,”

N  the  early  years  of  the  century, 
motor  spirit  was  cheap,  good,  and 
pungent  (“rich  in  aromatics,”  as  it 
was  described;.  When  the  first  Ger¬ 
man  Daimler  bus  was  imported  in 
April,  1898,  the  Anglo-American  Oil  Co. 
supplied  the  fuel  for  the  journey  from 
Tilbury  Dock  to  London  (Holborn 
Viaduct)  at  5d.  a  gallon. 

Those  who  speak  the  English  —  as 
distinct  from  the  American~ver.sion 
of  our  language,  so  commonly  accept 
the  word  petrol  as  the  generic  term  for 
the  spirit  used  by  enormous  numbers 
of  road  motors,  aircraft,  and  so  forth, 
that  it  is  apt  to  be  forgotten  that  the 
w'ord  had  its  originators.  Far  from 
wishing  to  invent  a  common  word, 
they  were  devising  a  distinctive  trade 
name  for  themselves,  and  they  made 
every  attempt  to  discourage  its 
general  use. 

In  1892,  four  years  before  the 
passing  of  the  Act  which  legalised  the 
use  of  motor  vehicles  on  public  high¬ 
ways  in  Great  Britain,  the  firm  of 
Carless,  Capel  and  Leonard  were 
manufacturing— for  use  in  Daimler 


lly  ^harl«^^  E. 

engines,  which  were  then  being  em¬ 
ployed  In  this  country  mainly  to  pro¬ 
vide  power  for  launches  —  “a  doubly 
distilled  deodorised  spirit  of  .700  spec¬ 
ific  gravity  derived  from  petroleum.” 
To  this  product,  no  doubt  after  much 
proposal  and  counter-proposal,  the 
partners  gave  the  distinctive  name  of 
Petrol,  the  suggestion  of  William  John 
Leonard  who,  with  his  brother  Charles 
Hare  Leonard,  then  controlled  the 
business. 

A  booklet  published  in  1903  by 
Carless,  Capel  and  Leonard  gave  a 
w^arnlng  note  that  the  word  should 
not  be  applied  to  any  other  make  of 
motor  spirit.  Nevertheless,  the  term

“caught  on”  with  the  British  public 
(even  if  avoided  by  rival  motor  spirit 
suppliers),  but  the  North  American 
equivalent  of  gasoline  rapidly  became 
‘  gas,”  and  so  remained.  The  similar 
French  word  p^trole  connoted  paraf¬ 
fin,  which  was  the  cause  of  numerous 
accidents  in  early  years  when  oil  fuel 
was  used  widely  for  lighting. 

In  round  cans 

At  this  period  the  motorist  obtained 
his  petrol  in  2-gal.  round  cans  or  in 
steel  casks  of  about  50-gal.  capacity. 
Indeed,  motor  spirit  was  sold  normally 
in  2-gal.  sealed  cans,  and  in  1905  at 
least  75  per  cent,  was  Pratt’s  (Anglo- 
American  Oil  Co.)  supplied  in  a  rec¬ 
tangular  green  can.  Shell  was  just 
coming  into  the  picture.  The  price 
was  then  about  9d.  or  lOd.,  but  It  rose 
in  1906  to  Is. 

After  the  first  tax  was  introduced,  a 
price  war  was  begun  in  August,  1910. 
The  London  price  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  Is.  (Including  tax).  The 
competition  spent  its  force  in  1911  and 
by  the  early  part  of  1912  the  price  was 
about  Is  7d.  An  Increase  of  2d.  in 
February,  1913,  left  a  figure  of  Is.  9d., 
which  lasted  into  the  first  world  war. 

One  of  the  problems  with  the  in¬ 
creasing  size  of  London  motor-bus 
fleets  was  that  of  petrol  storage.  In 
October,  1905,  for  example,  Tllling’s 
famous  Bull  Yard  garage  at  Peckham, 
was  licensed  to  store  1,000  gallons,  but 
all  in  2-gal.  cans,  but  In  the  next 
month  a  licence  was  obtained  for  bulk 
storage  in  tanks,  and  this  seems  to 
have  been  the  first  granted  to  a  bus 
company.  This  Involved  the  use  of  the 
pump,  of  course,  but  there  w^as  no 
thought  of  adopting  it  for  public 
supply. 

Motor  fuel  was  untaxed  until  April

Facts  About  Petrol? 


our  contributor  has  recapped  some 
history 


30th,  1909,  when  a  tax  of  3d.  a  gallon 
was  levied.  Commercial  vehicles  were 
given  one-half  rebate  (making  the  tax 
lid.)  and  were  also  given  a  year’s  res¬ 
pite,  as  they  did  not  begin  to  pay  until 
January  1st,  1911.  The  gross  tax  was 
increased  to  6d.  early  in  the  first  war 
(from  September  22nd,  1915),  but  the 
whole  tax  was  repealed  on  January 
1st,  1921.  During  that  war  an  entirely 
separate  petrol  licence  duty  was  in 
force  from  August  1st,  1916,  to  May 
16th,  1919.  This  licence  duty  w^as  6d. 
a  gallon,  and  was  distinct  from  the 
Customs  duty. 

A  Petroleum  Pool  Board  was  formed 
in  April,  1917,  “to  co-ordinate  the  work 
of  the  oil  distributing  companies.” 
Proprietary  names  were  suspended, 
but  the  industry  returned  to  normal 
trading  in  June,  1919.  In  September, 
1917,  petrol  prices  rose  to  4s.  6d.  a  gal¬ 
lon  (including  taxes). 

With  this  return  to  normal  trading, 
petrol  continued  to  be  sold  in  2-gal. 
cans,  excepting  for  bulk  supplies  to 
large  users.  By  1919  the  roadside 


Ailing  station  with  petrol  pump  had 
come  into  widespread  use  in  parts  of 
the  U.S.A.,  principally  at  Arst  in  Cali¬ 
fornia,  where  an  Englishman  from  my 
old  school  was  one  of  those  who  did 
much  pioneering  work. 

In  Great  Britain  early  steps  to  in¬ 
troduce  such  Ailing  stations  were 
taken  by  the  Automobile  Association, 
at  Arst  selling  only  National  Benzole, 
and  serving  only  A.A.  members.  The 
Arst  was  opened  in  March,  1920,  at 
Aldermaston,  between  Maidenhead 
and  Newbury,  on  the  Bath  road.  The 
station  was  also  supplied  with  water, 
compressor  for  inAating  tyres.  Are 
extinguisher,  and  telephone,  and  thus 
provided  the  basis  of  the  modern 
station. 

Pumps  replace  cans 

It  was  followed  by  six  others  at 
strategic  points  on  main  roads,  but 
the  A.A.  in  no  way  entered  into  com¬ 
petition  with  the  motor  trade,  and 
withdrew  from  this  activity  about 
1924.  since  adequate  other  arrange¬ 
ments  were  functioning. 

The  business  was  taken  up  com¬ 
mercially  by  the  Anglo-American  Oil 
Co.  a  little  later  in  1920,  and  then  by 
other  companies  and  private  garage

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owners.  The  first  “ex-pump”  price  was 
quoted  on  August  30th,  1920  (  4s.  SJd.), 
and  between  1920  and  1923  the  old 
2-gal.  can  was  replaced  rapidly  by 
pump  supply.  Nevertheless,  the  change 
was  not  at  first  welcomed  on  all  sides, 
as  there  was  a  feeling  (and  not  with¬ 
out  some  justification)  that  the 
quality  of  spirit  delivered  from  the 
pump  was  not  invariably  that  of  the 
sealed  can. 

Competition  iowered  price 

Increased  demand  and  intensive 
competition  among  suppliers,  with  the 
Russians  and  the  “independents” 
entering  the  market,  resulted  in  a 
rapid  fall  in  price.  By  mld-1927  this 
had  dropped  to  Is.  lid.,  and  large 
users  were  able  to  make  contracts  for 
bulk  supply  at  considerably  more  ad¬ 
vantageous  figures. 

A  tax  on  motor  fuel  was  relmposed 
from  April  25th,  1928,  at  4d.  a  gallon: 
Increased  to  6d.  on  April  28th,  1931;  to 
8d.  from  September  11th,  1931,  in  the 
Emergency  Budget:  and  to  9d.  from 
April  27th,  1938.  The  relmpositlon  of 
1928  was  declared  to  be  for  the  pur¬ 


pose  of  financing  the  rating  relief 
provisions  of  the  Local  Government 
Act,  1929. 

In  the  Budget  of  April,  1935,  the  tax 
on  diesel  oil  used  by  road  vehicles 
(previously  only  Id.  a  gallon)  was 
raised  to  8d.  to  bring  it  into  line  with 
petrol,  but  the  new  rate  of  duty  was 
not  brought  into  force  until  August 
8th,  1935.  The  9d.  tax  remained  un¬ 
changed  throughout  the  second  war 
period,  but  was  doubled  by  Sir  Stafford 
Cripps  in  his  Budget  of  April,  1950. 
Even  this  Is.  6d.  lasted  only  a  year, 
and  was  increased  by  4id.  to  Is.  lOid. 
in  1951,  and  by  a  further  7id.  to  2s.  6d. 
on  March  11th,  1952. 

The  second  war  resulted  not  only  in 
the  rationing  of  consumption  from 
September  23rd,  1939,  until  May  26th, 
1950,  but  also  in  the  disappearance  of 
branded  supplies.  Under  a  Petroleum 
Board,  planned  at  the  time  of  the 
Munich  crisis,  all  distribution  in  the 
United  Kingdom  was  pooled  from  mid¬ 
night  on  September  3rd,  1939,  and  so 
it  has  remained  until  the  decision  to 
restore  brands  as  from  Sunday  next, 
February  1st.

Alternative  is  chaos 
«*  -yL  tOUR  council  have  voted  In 
favour  of  price  maintenance, 
or  what  I  would  prefer  to  call 
an  orderly  marketing  of  motor 
vehicles.  For  without  orderly  market¬ 
ing,  people  would  be  charging  different 
prices  and,  in  fact,  what  they  liked  for 
the  same  article  sold  on  the  same 
premises.  Think  what  chaos  this 
would  mean  in  the  motor  industry.” 

Thus.  Pre.sldcnt  Harold  Smith,  of  the 
Motor  Agents’  Association,  speaking  at  the 
annual  dinner  of  the  East  Lancs  and 
Che.shlre  Division  of  the  Motor  Agents 
Association  at  Manchester,  on  Tuesday  of 
this  week. 

But  Mr.  Smith  warned  that  It  would  be 
necessary  to  proceed  by  stages,  because  the 
Monopolies  Comml.ssloJi  would  be  examin¬ 
ing  the  whole  set-up  in  all  Industries.  “This 
is  because  cerlaiii  polilh'iaiis  on  butli  sides 
of  tile  House  look  iiixui  retail  distribution 
to-da.v  vvltli  tlie  greatest  suspicion,  maybe 
ill  order  to  lind  excuses  for  their  failures, 
or  possibly  to  tliid  further  ways  of  taxiiiK 
success  to  bolster  up  failure.'’ 

Price  maintenance  made  orderly  distribu¬ 
tion  possible,  particularly  In  the  motor 
Industry,  where  iiart-exchange  played  such 
an  Important  part  and  allowed  salesmanship 
and  service  to  play  their  proper  functions. 
Without  price  maintenance,  “splvery”  came 
Into  its  own,  and  list  prlce.s  were  increased 
by  long  margins,  so  that  the  public  In  the 
end  had  to  pay  a  great  deal  more. 


Keep  broad  outlook 

Mr.  Smith  asked  the  divisions  to  keep 
the  broader  aspect  of  orderly  marketing 
before  them  In  their  dlscuaslons  rather  than 
the  "narrow  point  of  purely  price  mainten¬ 
ance.  Tlie  iiscd-i  ar  price  liuuk,  independent 
«aluatiun,  segregatiuii  and  scrapping 
sclieines  are  all  lieing  discussed.”  he  said, 
“and  wlien  tlie  industry  has  linallsed  wliat 
it  considers  is  best  for  the  Industry  as  a 
wliole,  we  want  your  hacking  to  make  tliat 
policy  elfective.” 

In  an  appreciative  reference  to  the  British 
Motor  Trade  Association,  the  President 
.said  that  now  the  covenant  scheme  had 
ended  "we  should  pay  tribute  to  the 
B  M.T.A.  for  the  extraordinary  good  Job  they 
have  performed  over  these  last  few  years. 


Speeches  at  the  E,  Lancs  and 
Metropolitan  Division 


more  particularly  In  the  Interests  of  the 
public,  and  also  Indirectly  In  our  own  In- 
tere.sts.  'The  B. M.T.A.  must  have  saved  the 
public  millions  of  pounds,”  he  said,  “and  I 
sometimes  wonder  If  the  public  fully 
realise  the  fact. 

“Through  the  B  M.T.A.  we  have  shown  that 
we  prefer  stability  in  times  of  scarcity,  and 
I  am  sure  that  by  far  the  large  majority  in 
our  trade  prefer  stability  in  times  of  plenty, 
and  we  look  to  that  organisation  to  help  us 
to  achieve  that  position.” 

Avoid  hasty  decision 

When  he  replied  to  the  toa.st  to  the 
guests.  K.  C.  Juhnsoii-Davles,  Secretary  of 
the  B. M.T.A.,  warned  members  of  the  M.A.A. 
that  they  must  not  come  to  a  decision 
lightly  so  far  as  used-car  prices  were 
concerned. 

Tliere  were  rouglily  l.liOO.OUU  pre-war  cars 
still  on  the  roads,  and  even  valued  at  a 
figure  as  low  as  eacli  this  niimlier  repre¬ 
sented  a  threat  to  tlie  trade  of  some 
118,000,000.  “Face  the  facts  and  don’t  bung 
your  heads  in  the  .sand,’’  Mr.  Johnson- 
Davies  went  on.  “Do  you  want  cut-price 
trading?  If  not.  what  are  you  going  to  do 
about  It?”  It  was  a  matter  entirely  for  the 
trade 

So  far  as  the  B  M.T.A.  were  concerned, 
"rules”  could  not  provide  trade  morality 
or  baslness  acumen.  'They  were  never  in¬ 
tended  to  enaltle  anyone  to  “get  ricli  quick.” 

It  must  be  realised  that  the  prices  actually 
lieing  paid  by  the  public  for  used  cars  must 
form  the  basis  of  arriving  at  the  figures 
sought  for  a  price  book.  Mr.  Johnson- 
Davles  appealed,  therefore,  for  the  trade  to 
submit  all  details  of  sales  so  that  a  true 
computation  could  be  made. 

Proposing  the  toast  to  the  M.A.A.  and  the 
East  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Division, 
Managing  Director  B.  Monk,  of  Trojan,  Ltd., 
had  referred  to  the  recent  onset  of  difficult 
times  for  the  Industry.  Export  markets 
were  closing  and  there  was  growing  com¬ 
petition  from  foreign  countries:  workshop 
costs  had  gone  up,  but  materials  were 
becoming  easier  and  prices  tending  to  drop 
— yet  they  were  tending  to  build  up  as 
money  became  tighter.

The  motor  industry  was  having  to  face 
up  to  the  fact  that  the  clays  of  easy  orders 
had  gone.  Their  prices  had  got  to  he  right, 
hilt  even  then  they  would  have  to  go  out 
and  get  orders  if  they  wanted  them. 

In  the  industry  they  were  all  being  put 
on  their  mettle,  which  was  good  both  for 
themselves  and  the  country.  There  was 
nothing  to  fear  if  they  faced  the  facts.  This 
was  not  the  time  to  talk  about  working 
shorter  hours,  but  time  to  work  longer 
hours. 

The  aircraft  industry  was  coming  to  the 
forefront  so  far  as  exports  were  concerned. 
But  Mr.  Monk  .said  he  was  confident  that 
if  the  Government  gave  the  motor  Industry 
its  freedom  and  removed  the  burden  of 
purchase  tax  and  profits  tax  it  would  be  to 
the  good  not  only  of  the  Industry  but  of 
the  whole  country. 

Welcoming  the  guests.  Divisional  Chair¬ 
man  r.  N.  I,ees,  had  warned  against  rushing 
the  adoption  of  control  of  used  car  prices. 
It  should  be  tackled  carefully;  they  must 
not  ru.sh  Into  something  that  might  prove 
unworkable

Yorkshire  division  suggestion 

EMBERS  Of  the  Yorkshire  Division 
of  the  Motor  Agents’  Association 
heard  speeches  at  their  annual  din¬ 
ner  on  Monday  from  President  Henry 
Spurrier,  of  the  Society  of  Motor  Manufac¬ 
turers  and  Traders,  and  from  their  own 
President,  Harold  .\.  Smith— also  a  particu¬ 
larly  lucid  one  from  their  divisional  Chair¬ 
man,  J.  E.  Pearson,  who  had  a  special  con¬ 
tribution  to  make  on  the  Used-Car  Price 
Book  controversy. 

He  said  that  in  the  Yorkshire  Division 
discussion  at  section  meetings  had  shown 
a  slight  bias  in  favour  of  price  protection 
in  this  way,  but  a  major  fear  was  the  possi- 
bllity  of  maniiraetiirers'  iiifiuenre  on  the 
piilillslied  prires. 


of  the  Society  of  Motor  Manufacturers  and 
Traders. 

Mr.  Gresham  Cooke  threw  the  spotlight 
on  the  changed  conditions  when  he  said 
that  a  year  ago  he  was  being  asked  to  urge 
the  allocation  of  cars  to  those  people  in 
greatest  need;  to-day  it  was  a  case  of  getting 
customers  to  allocate  their  orders  to 
retailers  with  the  greatest  need. 

There  had  been  cries  for  a  free  supply 
of  cars  for  tlie  home  market.  In  September, 
October  and  November  last,  home-market 
deliveries  were  the  best  since  1939,  being 
almost  up  to  the  pre-war  average  of  20,000 
a  month.  Hut  this  had  imt  proved  very 
popular.  It  was  a  serious  problem  for  the 
industry.  .  .  .  Uliat  would  happen  In  the 
event  of  f iill-i'a parity  priNliietion  and  the 
eollapM*  of  the  export  markets? 

Representations  to  Chancellor 

In  his  view,  exports  would  have  to  go  on. 
something  like  .7tt  per  cent,  needing  to  he 
exiMirted  to  absorb  production  <-apacity. 
Between  now  and  April  every  effort  was 
being  made  to  get  the  Chancellor  to  reduce 
the  purchase  tax  on  cars  and  to  remove  It 
altogether  from  c.v..s:  al.so  to  get  him  to 
reduce  the  fuel  tax. 

At  the  end  of  the  dinner  there  was  a 
presentation  of  a  cheque  for  £600  to 
IJewellyn  Davies,  who  retired  as  Divisional 
Secretary  last  July.  He  had  been  secretary 
for  15  years. 


4'ars  by 

It  was  clear,  too,  that  members  were  not 
satlslled  with  the  proposals  made  to  provide 
allowances  in  the  published  prices  for  ad¬ 
equate  reconditioning  costs,  I  lie  formula  so 
far  outlined  heing  thought  unrealistic  in 
that  It  appeared  to  propose  a  greater  re¬ 
conditioning  allowance  for  the  younger  and 
more  ex|M*nslve  cars;  this,  surely,  was 
illogical. 

The  question  of  mileage  also  needed  more 
detailed  examination,  and  some  definite 
suggestion  should  be  advanced  as  to  the 
way  in  which  the  effect  of  widely  different 
mileages  In  similar  models  might  be  over¬ 
come. 

If  there  was  a  more  specific  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  a  maximum  price  level  below  which 
the  book  would  function.  It  could.  If  the

maximum  was  reasonable,  remove  from  the 
proposed  control  some  of  the  more  expen¬ 
sive  models,  thus  removing  any  possible 
manufacturers’  Interest  or  attempted  In¬ 
fluence. 

But  since  8<)  per  cent,  of  car  production 
was  in  the  hands  of  comparatively  few 
volume  manufacturers,  and  accordingly  the 
majority  of  the  more  recent  models  of  their 
makes  likely  to  figure  In  the  books  if  the 
limit  was  to  be,  say,  £500.  Mr.  Pearson 
stiggested  that  the  National  Used-Car  Price 
Book  .should  in  the  first  place  at  least,  and 
for  an  experimental  period,  apply  only  to 
exchanges  offered  against  the  supply  of  new 
ears  sold  hy  those  few  nianufaetarers,  leav¬ 
ing  the  specialist  car  as  a  matter  of  free 
hargalning. 

Prices  of  all  makes  of  secondhand  cars 
below  the  agreed  maximum  would  be  pub¬ 
lished,  since  any  make  was  likely  to  be 
offered  against  the  popular-priced  models. 

Would  remove  manufacturer  influence 

Segregation  of  this  nature— by  make — was 
quite  successful  during  the  period  of  wlth- 
draw.al  of  the  covenant  and  declaration 
schemes.  Such  a  scheme  would  remove 
much  of  the  desire  for  manufacturers’  In¬ 
fluence.  and  many  of  the  difficulties  envis¬ 
aged  by  those  who  had  so  far  criticised  the 
price-book  proposals. 

Mr.  Pearson  went  on  to  say  that  If  some¬ 
thing  like  this  could  be  adopted,  there 
would  be  an  enforceable  price  maintenance 
In  the  price  groups  where  It  was  most 
desirable. 

Having  said  that,  the  chairman  turned 
to  the  question  of  roads,  and  urged  mem¬ 
bers  to  agitate  for  action,  referring  to  sug¬ 
gestions  that  the  availability  of  cars  at 
lower  prices  wotild  widen  the  possibility 


of  ownership  and  lead  to  worse  traffic  de¬ 
lays,  and  the  danger  of  shutting  off  certain 
town  routes  altogether. 

Mr.  Pearson  was  replying  to  a  toast  to 
the  York.shlre  Division  proposed  by  Harro¬ 
gate  Councillor  D.  M.  Chrlstelow,  and  his 
road  theme  was  taken  up  by  Mr.  Spurrier 
when  he  proposed  the  toast  to  the  M.A.A 

Mr.  Spurrier  said  the  roads  had  a  tremen¬ 
dous  bearing  on  the  motor  Industry,  and 
he  warned  against  a  possible  Increased  acci¬ 
dent  rate  and  growing  road  congestion  hax’- 
Ing  an  adverse  effect  on  their  business  If 
attention  were  not  given  to  road  develop¬ 
ment. 

Got  to  give  more 

After  saying  that  the  agents  were  the 
backbone  of  the  motor  Industry — "none  of 
us  could  get  on  without  them”  —  the 
S.M.M.T.  President  went  on  with  a  forth¬ 
right  statement  that  there  was  a  need  for 
producing  better  value  for  money,  and  for 
selling  better  value  for  money.  "Prom  the 
boss  to  the  man  on  the  workshop  floor,  we 
have  got  to  give  more  for  what  we  get."  he 
added,  and  this  had  got  to  be  put  across. 

Mr.  Spurrier  said  he  was  confldent  that 
both  purchase  tax  and  fuel  tax  would  be 
cut.  The  position  In  the  Industry  would 
see  to  that.  Cars  were  becoming  an  un¬ 
economic  proposition  for  the  man  In  the 
street.  They  had  to  make  It  an  economic 
one.  A  home  market  was  an  essential  factor 
In  balancing  manufacturers’  production, 
and  If  the  Government  wanted  exports  they 
had  got  to  encourage  and  support  the  home 
market. 

Replying  to  Mr.  Spurrier.  "Tiger’’  Smith 
made  still  further  mention  of  the  “exor¬ 
bitant  taxation”  paid  on  motor  vehicles 

"We  feel  that  as  taxation  is  at  present.

“We  are  pressing  for  the 
total  aliolition  of  purcliase  tax. 

“Purchase  tax  Is  a  brake  on  trade,  and 
a  menace  to  every  industry  during  the 
months  preceding  every  Budget.  It  causes 
deadly  uncertainty  every  year,  uncertainty 
which  Is  so  detrimental  to  trade,  and 
furthermore  makes  it  extremely  difficult 
for  manufacturers  to  achieve  steady  pro¬ 
duction  and  keep  costs  down.” 


Mr.  Smith  also  sounded  another  warning 
note  on  premium-grade  petrols;  “We  have 
seen  tremendous  publicity,”  he  .said,  “but 
tills  will  not  increase  the  sales  of  petrol 
in  toto,  and  sucli  publicity  has  to  he  paid 
for.  which  cost,  of  course,  must  he  re¬ 
flected  in  tile  iirice  of  tlie  spirit  to  the 
I'Oiisiimer.” 

Toast  to  the  Press  and  visitors  was  pro¬ 
posed  by  sir  (Jeorge  Kenning,  the  reply 
being  by  N.  St.  J.  Stembrldge  (“Sheffield 
Telegraph  and  Star”). 


“Cars  May  Be  Scarce  Again” 

President’s  warning  at  Metropolitan  M.A.A.  dinner 


“Customer  getting  more  right” 

WARNING  of  the  possibility  of  another 
car  shortage  in  a  month  or  two  was 
given  by  President  Harold  A.  .*«niith, 
of  the  Motor  Agents’  A.s.soclatlon,  speaking 
at  the  annual  dinner  and  dance  of  the 
Metropolitan  Division  in  London  on  Friday 
last  week. 

“At  home  the  public  is  no  longer  car 
starved,  and  the  customer  is  now  more  right 
than  he  lias  been  for  a  long  time.  Very 
soon  tlie  customer  will  always  be  right,  as 
he  was  pre-war,”  he  said. 

“Hut  let  me  add  tills  word  of  warning  to 
lirospective  car  purdiasiMs;  as  (lie  season 
opens  n|i  in  (Ills  country  In  anotlier  nionlli 
or  two,  so  do  (lie  markets  of  tlie  world,  and 
It  Is  not  lieyond  the  hounds  of  posslliility 
tliat  tliere  may  he  a  cur  sliortage. 

“The  present  position  is  largely  artificial 
and  it  .seems  absurd  that  a  great  Indastry 
like  the  motor  Industry  should  be  so  ham¬ 
strung  because  of  the  uncertainty  caused 
by  possible  changes  in  purchase  tax— and 
because  of  the  burden  of  the  purchase  tax — 
and  it  surely  cannot  be  in  the  interests  of 
the  country. 

"The  association  is  making  it  its  business 
to  remind  the  Chancellor  of  this  position 
at  every  opportunity,  and  I  hope  he  will 
review  motor  vehicle  taxation  and  our 
claims  for  its  reduction  in  his  next  Budget, 
and  cease  to  single  out  the  motor  vehicle 
owner  for  penal  taxation.” 

Mr.  Smith  was  replying  to  a  toast  to  the 
M.A  A.  and  to  the  ladies  and  guests  pro¬ 
posed  by  Divisional  Chairman  Chas.  B. 
.loiies.  Another  response  was  made  by  Mrs. 
C.  K.  Hrett. 

In  his  toast,  Mr.  Jones  .said  that  the 
M.A.A.  was  the  crystallisation  of  the  desires 
of  members  of  the  retailing  and  servicing 
side  of  the  Industry  who  realised  that  the 
good  Individuals  could  do  for  each  other 


by  co-operation  and  joint  endeavour  was 
ultimately  greater  than  could  be  achieved 
by  solitai'y  effort. 

They  had  learnt  to  be  expansive  rather 
than  restrictive  In  their  business  affairs, 
with  feelings  towards  each  other  tending 
to  be  friendly  rather  than  hostile.  This 
was  as  It  .should  be,  and  was  the  right  spirit 
for  tlie  various  sections,  members  of  wliicli 
had  to  bear  the  brunt  of  changing  condi¬ 
tions  and  put  into  effect  the  policies  tliat 
might  sliape  the  Industry’s  destiny. 

Mr.  Jones  had  a  special  word  of  thanks 
for  the  work  of  Divisional  Secretary  <1. 
\Vynne-.Iones.  and  went  on  to  welcome  the 
guests,  who  Included  K.  C.  Johnson-Davies, 
General  Secretary  of  the  British  Motor 
Trade  As.soclatlon.  and  II.  Brodrick,  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  West  London  Motor  Traders 
Association. 

Afterwards  a  special  toast  of  thanks  to 
the  chairman  was  proposed  by  Vice-Chair¬ 
man  .\.  S.  Fosh.

Ease  of  maintenance  is  a.s.sured  by  the 
patent  correct  acid-level  device  which  con- 
;lsts  of  a  moulded  central  tube  with  a  per¬ 
forated  flang'  seating  in  the  vent  plug  hole. 
Distilled  water  is  poured  into  the  tube  when  topping  up  until  no  more  water  is  .seen  to 
enter  the  battery  through  the  perforations,  which  happens  when  the  electrolyte  level 
reaches  the  bottom  of  the  central  tube.  The  small  amount  of  water  left  in  the  flange  will 
drain  into  the  cell  as  .soon  as  the  device  is  slightly  lifted  either  by  hand,  by  the  vibration 
of  the  engine  or  by  the  ga.sslng  of  the  cell. 

Protective  rubber  vent  plugs  are  also  fitted,  while  the  battery  case  is  of  Milam,  and  is 
fitted  wltli  lelnforced  inter-cell  partitions.  The  cases  are  tested  to  60.000  volts. 


Anew  combined  stop  and  tall  lamp 
has  recently  been  Introduced  by 
Simms  Motor  Units,  Ltd..  Oak  Lane. 
East  Finchley,  London.  N.2.  Known  as  the 
LC.IO,  it  is  intended  for  use  on  commercial 
vehicles  and  has  no  less  than  10  .sq.  in. 
of  illuminated  area  which  is  visible  through 
200  degrees  in  tlie  vertical  and  horizontal 
jjlanes.  The  lamp  thus  complies  with  the 
Society  of  Automotive  Engineers  specifica¬ 
tion  for  stop  and  tall  light  Inteasity  and 
number  plate  illumination. 

As  an  additional  safety  factor,  two  tall 
lamp  bulbs  are  fitted  and  are  wired  in 
parallel.  Special  precautions  have  been 
taken  to  make  the  lamp  waterproof  by 
pressure-line  sealing  the  bulb  and  terminal 
platform  as  well  as  the  red  plastic  cover. 
The  whole  as.sembly  is  mounted  on  rubber 
on  the  back  plate  to  absorb  vibration  and 
thereby  ensure  long  bulb  life. 

The  bulbs  are  standard  S.B.C.  or  S.C.C.. 
and  the  fixing  .screws  are  standard  at  2 fin. 
P.C.D..  and  are  fitted  with  Nyloc  nuts.

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Stagnation  by  order 

ANY  think  that  the  covenant 
could  have  been  dropped 
before.  Whether  or  not  they 
are  right,  it  is  a  fact  that  restrictions 
are  apt  to  be  kept  in  force  for  longer 
than  is  strictly  necessary.  And  if  all 
controls  affecting  the  production  of 
motor  vehicles  were  suddenly  swept 
away,  how  do  you  suppose  that  it 
would  affect  our  industry?  More  and 
more  I  come  to  think  that  British 
manufacturers  have  suffered  too  long 
under  these  handicaps,  and  that  the 
strain  has  told.  Their  effect  is,  in¬ 
evitably,  to  kill  enterprise.  A  live 
businessman  will  attempt  to  overcome 
most  obstacles,  but,  when  a  govern¬ 
ment  department  stands  in  the  way, 
may  feel  that  there  is  nothing  much 
he  can  do  about  it.  And  that,  after 
a  period  of  years,  tends  to  make  him 
mentally  unprogressive. 

The  survivors 

HE  Minerva  name  was  famous 
in  motoring  for  over  a  quarter 
of  a  century:  it  ranks  among 
those  of  historical  note.  News  that 
the  factory  hopes  to  return  to  the  car 
manufacturing  field  reminds  me  of  a 
curious  fact.  Exhibiting  at  the  London 
Motor  Show  were  not  a  few  British 
makers  who  had  stands  at  Olympia  in 
the  days  before  the  1914  war.  But  it 
was  different  at  the  Paris  Salon.  Com¬ 
paratively  few  of  to-day’s  French  car 
manufacturers  were  in  the  business 
in  even  the  near-pioneer  days.  Thirty 
years  ago  there  were  continental 
marques  that  one  took  as  being  estab- 
ILshed  for  all  time.  But  they  have  for 
long  been  out  of  the  picture,  and 
Indeed  become  largely  forgotten. 
Somehow,  though.  British  makes  have 


lasted  the  course  while  others  were 
falling  by  the  wayside.  I  offer  no  ex¬ 
planation  of  this  fact,  but  there  It  is. 

Alerting  advertisers 

NLESS  all  concerned  watch  out. 
this  “is  going  to  be  a  bumper 
year  for  the  phoney  guide 
merchants.”  So  warns  a  columnist  in 
a  specialist  journal  covering  the 
advertising  field.  Civic  guidebooks, 
souvenirs,  and  the  like  are  doubtless 
being  planned  by  the  thousand.  And 
with  the  object  of  attracting  business¬ 
men’s  money  into  the  planners’ 
pockets.  Let  us  believe,  charitably, 
that  most  of  these  projects  are  per¬ 
fectly  genuine  and  above-board.  But 
even  on  that  assumption  we  must 
expect  that  a  percentage  of  the  propo¬ 
sitions  will  be  dubious,  to  say  the  least. 
Those  who  fall  for  them,  possibly 
paying  a  stlfflsh  price,  are  unlikely  to 
get  much  return.  And  in  some  cases 
the  promoters  may  be  able  to  claim 
that  they  have  the  backing  of  local 
authorities.  All  that  can  be  said  is 
that  any  offer  of  this  kind  needs  very, 
very  careful  consideration.  And  if  the 
results  of  the  check-up  are  not  fully 
satisfactory,  then  it  might  be  well  to 
give  the  tip-off  to  one’s  Chamber  of 
Commerce  or  some  other  body. 

Publicity’s  road  test 

O  the  figures  for  last  year’s  road 
accidents  more  than  one 
reaction  is  possible,  and  per¬ 
missible.  But  the  most  impressive 
fact  of  all.  surely,  is  that  the  deaths 
were  fewer  than  in  any  season  since 
1926,  when  the  records  first  began  to 
be  kept.  That  is  staggering,  when 
you  think  of  the  tremendous  Increase 
in  traffic  since  that  time,  bearing  in 
mind  that  speeds  have  also  risen  very 
substantially,  and  for  vehicles  of  all 
classes.  More  fatalities  might  have 
been  expected;  that  fewer  actually 
f>ccurred  calls  for  an  explanation, 
and  full  publicity.

Used-Car  Price  Protection 

Sir, —  May  I  follow  In  the  footsteps  of  your 
correspondents,  Mr.  Howard  Godfrey  and  Mr. 
C.  G.  Norman,  both  experienced  exponents 
of  the  art  of  retail  selling  of  motor  cars. 

I  agree  that  In  general  It  Is  a  good  policy 
for  the  manufacturer  to  maintain  the  price 
of  his  product. 

Like  them  I  do  not  agree  that  at  the 
moment  or  even  In  the  near  future  mainten¬ 
ance  of  such  prices  Is  threatened  by  varia¬ 
tions  In  allowance  prices  given  by  different 
agents. 

No  company  can  operate  .successfully  that 
continues  consistently  to  pay  higher  prices 
for  used  cars  than  can  be  covered,  at  lea.st, 
by  their  resale  price  after  deducting  recon¬ 
ditioning  costs  and  a  percentage  for  used- 
car  selling  overheads. 

It  must  also  be  realised  that  the  buying 
and  selling  of  u.sed  vehicles  (whether  bought 
In  exchange  or  otherwl.se)  naturally  Involves 
a  considerable  degree  of  commercial  rl.sk. 
One  backs  one’s  Judgment  as  to  the  value 
of  a  usiTd  vehicle  and  as  to  the  ability  of 
your  firm  to  sell  It  at  a  good  figure.  Some¬ 
times  (most  times,  we  hope)  one  Is  right  and 
a  profit  Is  made.  At  other  times  one  Is 
wrong,  and  the  vehicle  has  eventually  to  be 
sold  at  a  loss.  The  latter  ca.se  Is  no  more 
an  Instance  of  price  cutting  on  the  new  car 
than  the  former  Is  one  of  price  enhance¬ 
ment. 

The  N.U.C.P.B.  Is  on  the  whole  an  evil 
thing.  It  tends  Inevitably  to  reduce  to  one 
level  of  price  an  article  which,  because  of 
varying  u.sagc*,  ought  to  be  valued  at  widely 
varying  prices.  Inevitably  also  the  bad  car 
Is  levelled  UP  well  above  Its  true  value. 

At  this  time  used-car  values  are  nowhere 
near  a  stable  position.  Differences  In  valu¬ 
ation  exl.st  of  £100  or  more  according  to 
local  demand,  size  of  stocks  and  all  sorts  of 
other  Imponderable  and  variable  factors. 
And  who  can  .say  what  the  true  or  even 
average  value  Is  likely  to  be  from  day  to 


day?  It  may  be  that  the  N.U.C.P.B.  will  at 
•some  time  or  other  become  a  necessary  evil 
but  In  our  opinion  It  should  be  Introduced 
only  when  there  Is  irrefutable  evidence  of 
genuine  and  deliberate  price  cutting  and 
when  .such  price  cutting  becomes  an  evident 
bugbear  and  embarrassment  to  the  trade  as 
a  whole. 

The  used-car  and  new-car  markets  are  at 
the  moment  far  too  fluid  for  such  a  move, 
and  as  far  as  we  can  foresee  will  remain  so 
for  a  considerable  time. 

The  only  real  and  effective  control  against 
price  cutting  Is  the  discretion  of  the  manu¬ 
facturer  In  marketing  his  products  only 
through  those  agents  whom  he  can  trust  to 
act  In  a  proper  and  businesslike  manner  In 
giving  full  service  to  the  purchasers  of  the 
manufacturers’  products  and  above  all 
making  appropriate  profits  on  his  trading  as 
a  whole. 

We  do  sincerely  hope  that  the  S.M.M.T., 
B.M.T.A.  and  the  M.A.A.  will  not  act  In  this 
matter  either  hastily  or  without  really 
sound  and  established  cause  for  such  action.

Now  that  the  death  knell  has  sounded  and 
the  covenant  scheme  has  been  dispatched 
into  oblivion,  the  B.M.T.A.  are  seeking  new 
controls,  and  unless  motor  traders  put  for¬ 
ward  their  opinions  and  suggestions  fear¬ 
lessly  “Little  Cea.sar,’’  otherwise  known  as 
the  "National  Used-Car  Price  Book  of  Maxi¬ 
mum  Allowances,”  will  soon  have  Its  re-ln- 
troductlon. 

To-day,  new  cars  depreciate  at  a  higher 
percentage  than  they  did  before  the  war, 
and  In  my  opinion  they  will  rightly  continue 
to  do  .so  until  they  eventually  reach  the 
premises  of  our  car-starved  scrap-yard  pro¬ 
prietors. 

W  * 

Let  traders  realise  that  when  they  take 
Into  stock  a  u.sed  car  which  has  been  accep¬ 
ted  In  part  exchange  against  a  new  model, 
they  have  only  reduced  capital  invested,  and 
no  thought  of  profit  can  be  considered  until 
the  used  car  Is  disposed  of.  Let  them  re¬ 
member  that  It  was  no  uncommon  occur¬ 
rence  in  pre-war  years  to  accept  Into  stock 
In  part-exchange  transactions  as  many  as 
three  and  even  four  cars  before  the  original 
deal  was  cleared,  after  which  the  "profit” 
could  be  counted  with  eyes  blindfolded ! 

The  taking  into  stock  of  a  u.sed  car 
against  a  new  one  Is  only  another  method  of 
buying  a  used  car,  and  many  sub  dealers 
can  testify  that  It  was  often  much  cheaper 
and  wiser  to  allow  another  agent  to  com¬ 
plete  the  part-exchange  transaction  and 
then.  If  he  so  desired,  buy  the  used  car  con¬ 
cerned  from  that  agi'nt. 

*  *  * 

I  would  suggest  that  If  It  Is  thought 
essential  that  we  should  have  controls,  then 
the  B.M.T.A.  should  make  It  "Illegal”  for 
any  trader  to  accept  cars  in  part  exchange 
against  new  models,  thereby  cutting  out  the 
possibility  of  unfair  trading,  .saving  the  cost 
of  publishing  a  book  of  u.sed-car  allowances, 
and  assuring  that  all  traders  (whether  .sub¬ 
dealers  or  distributors!  receive  their  legiti¬ 
mate  percentage  of  profit.  (Little  as  that 
may  be  at  the  present  time.) 

I  do  not,  of  course,  advocate  that  the 
customer  should  be  left  high  and  dry  to  dis¬ 
pose  of  his  used  car.  Far  from  It,  he  should 
be  given  every  assistance  with  Its  disposal. 
But  if  the  car  nece.ssltates  repairs  or  over¬ 
hauls  to  make  It  roadworthy  or  a  .saleable 
proposition  then  he  should  be  charged  with

A  lot  of  garages  are 
not  going  to  pay  lOs.  or  128.  for  10  gallons 
of  so-called  distilled  water,  when  they  can 
put  the  carboy  under  the  tap,  fill  It  up,  and 
then  put  It  back  In  the  battery  room. 

The  time  has  come  when  a  firm  or  firms 
should  sell  it  In  bottles  with  a  guarantee 
that  It  Is  pure  distilled  water — In  much  the 
same  way  as  they  sell  mineral  waters. 

Some  of  the  distilled  water  being  sold 
to-day  Is  not  much  better  than  tap  water. 

It  Is  not  a  bit  of  good  firms  advertising 
the  good  points  of  their  batteries  when  they 
are  fllh'd  up  with  a  lot  of  foreign  matter.

Schools  Of  Motoring 

Sir. — May  I,  on  behalf  of  this  a.s.soclatlon, 
make  the  following  comments  on  ‘‘L.P.J.’s’* 
remarks  on  "Schools  of  Motoring”  In  your 
ls.sue  of  January  17th. 

This  as.soclatlon,  which  Is  the  only  body  In 
a  position  to  make  the  views  of  .schools  of 


motoring  throughout  the  country  known  to 
the  public,  has  never  at  any  time  advocated 
that  driving  licences  should  only  be  granted 
to  beginners  whose  proficiency  has  been  cer¬ 
tified  by  ourselves. 

We  do,  however,  maintain  that  the  public 
should  be  protected  from  the  activities  of 
"spiv”  operators  of  so-called  schools  of 
motoring  by  the  compul.sory  registration  of 
all  firms  and  individuals  engaged  In  giving 
professional  driving  Instruction. 

We  also  maintain  that  the  interests  of 
road  safety  can  best  be  served,  as  far  as  the 
motorist  Is  concerned,  by  more  attention 
being  paid  to  the  basic  training  of  the  new 
motorist,  and  that.  In  order  to  ensure  that 
such  training  has  been  adequate,  candidates 
for  the  driving  test  should  only  be  accepted 
from  registered  schools.  This  theory  Is  sup¬ 
ported  by  the  fact  that  the  Increase  In  the 
number  of  candidates  for  the  driving  test 
appearing  through  schools  of  motoring  has 
coincided  with  a  reduction  In  the  accident 
rate. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  say  that  we  agree 
entirely  that  "many  garaglsts  are  excellent 
Instructors”  and.  Indeed,  we  number  quite 
a  few  among  our  members.

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Cleanliness  in  carriage 

OT  before  time,  or  without  good 
reason,  the  public  have  become 
much  more  conscious  of  the  im¬ 
portance  of  cleanliness  where  the 
handling  of  food  is  concerned.  Cer¬ 
tain  war-time  circumstances  brought 
this  matter  forcibly  under  notice,  and 
it  is  now  recognised  that  further  im¬ 
provements  are  urgently  due  to  be 
made. 

Readers  who  have  practical  experience  of 
servicing  vans  used  for  the  conveyance  of 
meat,  in  particular,  are  only  too  well  aware 
that  they  are  commonly  operated  in  a  far 
from  hygienic  condition.  To  a  le.sser  extent 
the  same  is  true  of  other  vehicles  used  in 
the  provision  trades,  and  the  writer  remem¬ 
bers  a  case  in  which  a  garagist  went  to  the 
length  of  telling  a  customer  to  take  his 
trade  elsewhere  unless  he  could  arrange  for 
his  vans  to  be  brought  in  for  service  in 
a  less  unpleasant  condition.  This  followed 
on  complaints  from  his  staff,  who  strongly 
objected  to  working  on  them. 

lliat  was  a  good  many  years  ago,  and 
the  problem  is  now  much  more  easily  .solv¬ 
able,  at  no  great  expense  to  the  operator. 
Various  plastic  materials  are  available  for 
lining  body  interiors,  which  are  Impervious 
to  liquids  and  quickly  washable  They  can 
accordingly  always  be  kept  clean  and  fresh, 
so  that  the  loads  are  always  in  wholesome 
atmosphere  when  in  transit. 

Larger  concerns  in  the  food  business  take 
the  appropriate  precautions  with  their 
transport,  which  often  embodies  numerous 
special  fittings.  Smaller  tradespeople,  how¬ 
ever,  more  frequently  employ  standard  types 
of  van.  without  modification,  and  such 
vehicles  can  readily  be  made  far  better 
suited  to  their  purpose. 

Way  to  prosperity 

The  announcements  of  reductions  in 
fares  by  the  air  lines  has  undoubtedly  sur¬ 
prised  many  people,  and  there  the  State- 
owned  undertakings  have  undoubtedly  sei 
a  commendable  example  to  the  railways  and 
the  nationalised  road  transport  services. 
It  is  one  that  the  latter  can  hardly  fall 
to  have  marked 

By  contrast,  their  policy  has  been  mainly 
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suicidal  to  date,  the  railways  being  the 
chief  offenders.  Faced  with  diminishing 
traffic  returns,  they  have  reacted  by  putting 
up  their  prices  and  closing  down  branch 
lines.  That  these  are  steps  towards  yet 
further  disaster  should  be  obvious  to  the 
meanest  intelligence. 

Once  more,  it  cannot  be  too  strongly 
stressed  that  the  motor  indu.stry  stands  to 
gain,  rather  than  lose,  if  State  transport 
is  cheap  and  al.so  paying  its  way.  High 
charges  affect  the  prosperity  of  us  all,  while 
so  long  as  the  railways  continue  to  lose 
money  the  Government  is  under  a  strong 
temptation  to  restrict  private  enterprise  yet 
further,  in  both  the  haulage  and  passenger- 
carrying  fields. 

We  can  be  grateful  to  the  B  O  A.C.  and 
B.E.A.  for  the  lead  they  have  set. 

Water  in  the  tubes 

Water-filled  tyres  are  no  novelty  so  far 
as  farm  tractors  are  concerned.  Some  little 
time  back  reference  wiis  made  on  this  page 
to  experiments  with  their  use  for  road  haul¬ 
age,  which  had  been  initiated  by  a  concern 
in  Liverpool.  The  tyres  were  fitted  to 
tractors,  of  Leyland  make,  employed  for 
drawing  trailers. 

The  firm  has  now  had  them  in  .service 
for  some  four  years,  and  reports  that  one 
of  the  results  is  that  the  covers  are  show¬ 
ing  a  longer  period  of  life  than  is  usual. 
Tills  was  not  entirely  unexpected,  but  ex¬ 
perience  has  actually  proved  that  increased 
mileages  are  being  obtained.  Also  it  has 
been  found  that  there  has  been  less  wear 
of  both  brake  linings  and  rear  hub  bearings 

On  this  showing,  the  practice  of  water- 
ballasting  would  appear  to  have  even  more 
to  commend  it  than  was  originally  sup¬ 
posed.  These  operators  employ  it  on  the 
rear  wheels  only,  and  the  water  contains 
an  additive  of  calcium  chlorate. 

Death  of  an  Influence 

It  was  with  regret  that  one  learned  of 
the  death  of  James  Sidney  Drewry,  who  wars 
responsible  for  the  introduction  of  a  new 
type  of  commercial  vehicle  in  the  S.D.  low- 
loader.  That  was  in  the  early  1920s,  and 
the  machine,  then  a  novelty,  can  be  said  to 
have  had  a  certain  influence  on  goods  car¬ 
rier  design.  The  late  Mr  Drewry  had  earlier 
been  chief  engineer  to  the  old  Lacre  con¬ 
cern,  and  subsequently  became  one  of  the 
partners  of  Shelvoke  and  Drewry,  Ltd. 
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FAULTY  AIR-VENT  CAUSED  PETROL  EXPLOSION 


GARAGISTS  FINED  FOR  CONTRAVENING  LICENCE 


tio  .\\i>  rosT.s 

S  a  .sequel  to  an  explosion  last  October 
In  tliclr  Karate  on  Pier  Hill.  Southend- 
on-Sea,  Holmes  and  Smith,  Ltd.,  of 
London  Road,  Westcllff-on-Sea,  were  fined 
£10,  with  five  guineas  costs,  at  Southend, 
for  contravening  the  conditions  of  the 
licence  Issued  to  them  by  the  local  authority 
for  the  storage  of  petrol  at  the  garage. 

At  the  hearing  at  the  Southend  Court 
recently,  Mr.  J  P.  Nolan,  representing  the 
defendants,  entered  a  plea  of  guilty  for  the 
company,  who.  It  was  alleged,  had  failed  to 
provide  adequate  ventilation  to  carry  away 
petrol  fumes. 

Mr.  R.  A.  Shorter,  prosecuting,  stated  that 
the  company  had  held  the  licence  for  some 
30  years;  and  went  on  to  say,  “These  pro¬ 
ceedings  were  brought  because  In  October, 
1952,  there  was  an  explosion  at  the  garage. 
It  was  not  the  explosion  which  Is  the 
offence,  hut  the  explosion  is  file  iiianifestu- 
tioii  i>r  the  fact  that  the  eoinpany  have 
failed  to  provide  adequate  ventilation  as 
required. 

TWO  MLN  IMI  Ki;i> 

“About  five  minutes  past  four  on  the  dav 
of  the  explosion.”  he  went  on.  “a  driver  of 
Shell-Mex.  named  Sullivan,  arrived  at  the 
garage  with  some  400  gallons  of  petrol, 
which  he  began  to  pour  by  hose  into  the 
petrol  storage  tanks. 

"When  the  hose  had  been  placed  In  posi¬ 
tion  the  petrol  was  flowing  In  and  the 
driver  went  Into  the  office.  After  he  had 
been  away  about  two  minutes  there  was  a 
loud  bang  and  a  flash.  He  received  one  or 
two  cuts.  He  at  once  disconnected  the 
hose.  A  member  of  the  garage  staff  was 
also  slightly  Injured  " 

After  Police  Constable  Dalby  had  In¬ 
vestigated  the  explosion,  it  was  ascertained 
tliat  It  had  heeii  caused  hy  a  coiicentratinn 
of  petnd  from  the  air-vent  pipe  heing  con¬ 
fined  to  the  office  huilding. 

When  the  office  was  erected  In  1950  the 


air  -  vent  pipe  had  a  satisfactory  outlet, 
stated  Mr.  Shorter,  hut  later  an  upper  st<irey 
was  added  to  the  ollice.  thus  roofing  over 
tile  space  wliicli  had  been  an  outlet  for  the 
\ent  pipe. 

“It  seems  rather  remarkable.”  said  Mr. 
Shorter,  “that  an  explosion  had  not  occurred 
before,  and  It  Is  fortunate  that  the  con¬ 
sequences  of  the  explosion,  when  It  did 
occur,  were  not  more  serious.” 

For  the  defence,  Mr.  Nolan  said:  "The 
sudden  Impact  of  80  gallons  being  poured 
into  the  2,000  gallon  tank  at  the  garage 
drove  vapour  through  the  elbow  joint  Into 
the  office,  were  there  Is  a  gas  fire. 

“We  do  say  we  have  done  something  that 
Is  wrong  by  boxing  In  this  vent  pipe,  but 
we  do  emphatically  deny  that  It  had  any¬ 
thing  to  do  with  the  explosion.” 

Mr.  Nolan  .said  a  new  vent  pipe  had  been 
Installed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Police. 

“Tliere  Is  perhaps  no  need  for  me  to  stress 
on  behalf  of  the  bench.”  declared  the  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Bench,  “the  Importance  of  any¬ 
one  who  brings  a  store  of  this  nature  on 
to  the  premises  to  take  the  utmost  pre¬ 
cautions.’

RADIO  SETS  IN  CARS 

173,000  LICENCKS  LAST  VEAR 

The  number  of  licences  current  on  Decem¬ 
ber  31st  for  radio  sets  fitted  In  cars  was 
about  173,000,  an  Increase  of  .some  66,000 
during  the  year,  stated  the  Assistant  Post¬ 
master  General  in  Parliament. 

He  added  that  it  was  impossible  to  give 
exact  figures  of  the  number  of  cars  fitted 
with  radio  for  which  the  licence  had  not 
been  paid,  but  there  had  clearly  been  con¬ 
siderable  failure  in  the  past  to  take  out 
sucli  licences,  no  doulit  due  to  ignorance 
ratiier  than  direct  evasion. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  Minister  of 
Transport,  a  note  setting  out  the  wireless 
licensing  requirements  Is  being  .sent  out 
with  motor  car  licences,  and  motorl.sts  are 
being  asked  when  applying  for  vehicle 
licences  to  declare  whether  or  not  their 
vehicles  are  fitted  with  a  radio  set,  and  if  it 
Is  licensed  separately.

PART-EXCHANGE  OFFERS 

UAKMNd  ON  I'llUASlNO 

With  the  IncreasinK  emphasis  on  part- 
exchange  transactions,  the  British  Motor 
Trade  Association  are  receiving  inquiries 
regarding  tlie  rule  on  advertLslng. 

Rule  26  (3)  reads:  “No  shall  in 

any  advert IseiiH-nt  make  any  reference  to 
alluuances  on  used  trade  gncnls  heyoiid  a 
statement  that  part -exchange  transactions 
are  arranged.” 

This  rule  was  established  and  has  been 
retained  since  1938.  Its  object  is  to  dis¬ 
courage  the  use  in  advertisements  of  phrases 
which  may  lead  new  car  buyers  to  go  around 
from  dealer  to  dealer  stH'king  ecer  higher 
allouances  for  “trade-in”  used  cars. 

Such  advertising  encourages  the  very 
practices  which  in  the  Interest  of  the  whole 
industry  must  be  checked,  the  "B.M.T.A. 
Nev/s  Letter”  ijoints  out. 

It  Ls  clear  that  the  use  of  such  phrases 
as  “Highest. ’’  "Best,”  “Generous.”  "Peak 
Price.”  "Pull  Market  Value,”  and  so  forth, 
would  be  In  breach  of  the  above  rule,  but 
in  cases  of  doubt  the  association  are  always 
willing  to  advise  on  the  matter.

DEPOSITS  ON  CAR  ORDERS 

IJ.M.T.A.  (  I.AKIFICS  POSITION 

Ii  has  long  been  .settled  law  that  a  deposit 
paid  by  a  customer  when  entering  Into  a 
contract  lor  the  supply  of  goods  Is  by  Its 
very  nature  a  guarantee  by  the  customer 
for  the  due  performance  of  his  part  of  the 
contract. 

This  point  of  law  Is  emphasised  In  the 
“B  M.T.A.  News  Letter."  which  adds  that  It 
stands  good  even  although  such  deix>8lt 
may  be  described  as  "a  deposit  In  part 
ttayment  of  the  purcha.se  money." 

Ai-eordInxI.v.  If  the  customer  repudiates 
the  contract  he  has  (subject  to  tlie  terms 
of  the  contract)  no  rlglit  to  the  return  of 
his  de|M>slt. 

Hence,  If  a  customer  signs  an  order  form 
for  a  new  car  and  iiays  a  tleimsit  and  tlien 
liefore  Hie  car  is  deliiered  caiu-els  his  order, 
Hie  dealer  is  in  general  under  no  oliligation 
lo  return  tlie  deiMisIt. 

Some  order  forms  do.  however,  give  the 
customer  a  right  to  cancel  his  order  In 
certain  circumstances  and  If  a  customer 
docs  cancel  In  the  specified  manner,  then  he 
Is  entitled  to  the  return  of  his  deposit,  sub¬ 
ject  to  anything  to  the  contrary  set  out  In 
the  order  form. 

The  standard  M.A.A.  form,  for  example, 
gives  the  customer  the  right  to  cancel  his 
order  within  seven  days  of  notice  of  an  In- 
crea.sc  In  list-price  and  provides  that  In 
sucli  clrciunstances  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  return  of  his  depaslt. 

('aiicellaHoii  liy  Hie  customer  in  any  other 
circiimsiaiices  gites  the  dealer  the  right  to 
retain  the  deposit. 

Tlie  above  must  not  be  confused  with 
BMTA.  Rule  12  (15)  which  relates  only 
to  cars  costing  under  £1,5()0  and  which  re¬ 
quires  dealers  to  refund  depaslts  If  they 
are  unable  to  effect  delivery  within  six 
months  of  a  customer’s  request  for  the 
return  of  his  deposit. 

This  Rule  does  not  apply  to  a  case  where 
a  customer  attempts  to  cancel  hLs  order,  but 
only  to  those  ca.ses  where  the  customer 
requests  the  return  of  his  deposit,  and  the 
dealer  Is  unable  to  deliver  the  car  within 
.six  months  of  the  request.

EXTENDED  CREDITS  NEEDED 

TO  IlFLP  OIK  EXPORT  TKADE 

“British  ntanufacturers  of  heavy  commer¬ 
cial  vehicles  are  already  In  close  touch  with 
the  Government  on  the  problem  of  allowing 
extended  credits  to  overseas  buyers  of  buses 
and  trucks  In  order  to  maintain  the  In¬ 
dustry's  exports.”  .said  Managing  Director 
Henry  Spurrier,  of  Leyland  Motors,  Ltd.,  at 
the  annual  dinner  to  200  of  the  Leyland 
senior  staff. 

He  added  that  such  action  was  becoming

The  Introduction  of  sale  or  return  arrange¬ 
ments  has  raised  points  that  may  not  be 
clear  regarding  the  payment  of  purcha.se  tax 
on  car  and  commercial  vehicle  chassis. 

To  clear  up  any  doubts  that  may  exist, 
the  “M.A.A.  News”  gives  the  following  ex¬ 
planation  as  to  when  the  tax  applies;  taking 
commercial  vehicles  first: 

(1)  Where  a  body  builder  constructs  a 
1/odv  to  chas.sls  manufacturers’  order  and 
specification.  When  the  vehicle  Is  com¬ 
pleted  the  chassis  manufacturer  can  enter 
Into  a  normal  sale  or  return  agreement  with 
hts  distributor  or  dealer  and  purchase  fa\ 
would  be  payable  at  Hie  time  of  Hie  retail 
sale. 

(2)  When  a  cha.ssls  Is  acquln'd  by  a  body¬ 
builder  wbo  Is  registered  for  piircbase  tax, 
on  completion  of  the  vehicle  he  can.  If  he 
is  willing,  enter  Into  sale  or  return  agree¬ 
ment  with  a  distributor  or  dealer,  otherwise 
purchase  tax  would  be  payable  at  the  time 
of  retail  sale. 

If  the  iMHiy  builder  is  not  registered  for 
purchase  tax.  this  iH'couies  payable  on  the 
chassis  when  be  aci|iiires  It. 

(3)  A  dealer  who  acquires  a  cha.ssls  on 
sale  or  return  and  either  builds  a  body  on 
the  chassis  or  sends  It  to  a  body  builder  for 
this  purpose,  thereby  “appropriates”  it  for 
tax  purposes  and  is  liable  for  purchase  tax 
on  the  cluisiis  iiiimeiliately. 

When  a  body  is  to  be  built  as  a  specific 
order  for  a  customer,  on  receipt  of  notifica¬ 
tion  from  the  manufacturer  that  the  chassis 
is  ready  the  dealer  should  Invoice  it  to  the 
customer  and  request  iinniedlate  payment 
for  it  includiiiK  purchase  tax. 

(4)  When  a  manufacturer  builds  a  body 
specially  for  a  particular  dealer  or  customer 
purchase  tax  Is  payable  on  the  chassis  Im¬ 
mediately  the  completed  vehicle  leaves  the 
factory,  and  sale  or  return  arratiKemeiits 
cannot  he  applied. 

The  same  points  arise  with  car  chassis 
when  bodies  are  supplied,  except  that  pur¬ 
chase  tax  is  payable  on  the  complete 
vehicle.

£190m.  VEHICLE  EXPORTS 

Ifl.'i’J  \  RECORD  VE.VR 

The  value  of  Brlti.sh  cars  and  commercial 
vehicles  exported  last  year  amounted  to  the 
new  record  of  nearly  £190  million,  states 
the  Society  of  Motor  Manufacturers  and 
Traders. 

In  numbers,  shipments  of  cars  fell  by 
almost  59.000  and  commercial  vehicles  by 
just  over  8.500  on  the  1951  totals. 

Import  restrictions  in  Australia  and  New 
Zealand  accounted  for  the  most  part  of  the 
drop  In  car  exports  and  also  contributed 
to  bringing  down  the  volume  of  commercial 
vehicles  shipped. 

Car  sales  to  the  U.S.A..  over  31,000, 
mounted  by  11,500  last  year,  and  higher 
truck  and  bu.s  exports  to  Denmark,  British 
West  Africa  and  Turkey  did  much  to  offset 
the  reduction  In  shipments  to  Australasia. 

Almost  70  per  cent,  of  car  output  and 
53  per  cent,  of  commercial  vehicle  produc¬ 
tion  went  to  overseas  buyers  during  the 
year. 

Exports  of  agricultural  tractors  were  up 
by  over  £1  million  on  the  1951  total  with 
a  peak  value  of  £421  million  recorded 
against  the  105,000  units  shipped.

Thrashing  water :  Tribute  to  Miss  Take 


Domesday  likeness 

FEW  weeks  ago  I  went  into  the 
Eastern  Counties,  to  Lincoln¬ 
shire  and  the  town  of 
Gainsborough.  A  cold  wind  blew  there, 
but  a  warm  welcome  awaited  me,  for 
I  had  gone  to  sec  that  grand  old-timer 
Frank  L.  Bains,  whose  business  dates 
well  back  into  the  cycle  days  of  the 
’80s. 

I  went  all  round  his  various  estab¬ 
lishments  with  him.  I  crawled,  whilst 
he  shed  his  80  years  and  was  as  nimble 
as  a  ballet  dancer.  I  was  ashamed  of 
myself. 

Just  before  coming  away  I  went 
upstairs  into  the  main  office,  where  a 
huge  volume  was  on  the  desk  (it 
looked  very  much  like  the  Domesday 
Book,  and  the  conclave  round  It 
probably  resembled  the  old  Anglo- 
Saxon  Witanagemot!).  One  of  the 
men  flicked  four  bits  of  paper  and 
said,  ".€200”;  from  which  you  can 
guess  that  the  bits  of  paper  were 
statements  of  account,  and  the 
Domesday  Book  was  merely  the  ledger 
being  checked  up  prior  to  the  firing 
party  going  out  to  visit  customers  and 
collect  the  “doings.” 

They  were  stung 

That  reminds  me  that  200  miles 
away  I  pas.sed  another  garage,  which 
during  the  past  year  has  apparently 
been  quite  busy.  Some  public  works 
are  being  carried  out  there,  and  the 
contractors’  lorries  have  been  dashing 
up  to  the  garage  while  the  petrol 
pumps  worked  overtime.  The  engineer 
to  the  scheme,  who  was  sitting  In  my 
car  with  me.  told  me.  however,  that 
this  garage  had  been  stung  for  some 
hundreds  of  pounds;  in  fact,  knowing 
the  area.  It  will  probably  take  two  to

three  years  to  recoup  themselves.  I 
say  no  more,  except  one  thing— never 
mistake  furious  activity  for  sound 
business;  it  may  be  another  case  of 
thrashing  water. 

For  some  years  I  worked  under  a 
chief  who  had  two  pet  phrases,  one  of 
which  was  “thrashing  water,”  which 
usually  indicated  that  there  was  a  ter¬ 
rific  flap  on  in  the  works — but  nothing 
happening;  the  other  one  was  “think¬ 
ing  aloud.”  which  usually  meant  he 
had  summoned  one  or  two  of  his 
minions  into  conference,  and  was 
prepared  for  them  to  chatter,  like 
magpies.  If  anyone  said  anything 
sensible  he  swooped  like  an  eagle  and 
seized  on  the  idea. 

Periodically  in  my  business  days 
something  fresh  has  loomed  on  my 
horizon— such  as  a  new  secretary,  and

She  had  a  good 
working  idea  of  gearing,  so  she  not 
only  knew  the  words  but  had  a  very 
g(XKi  Idea  of  the  exact  meaning,  and 
could  Illustrate  it  just  like  a  draughts¬ 
man.  So  here  I  am  again  in  the 
running,  with  stih  one  more  mind 
which  has  somehow  got  to  fathom 
what  I  am  driving  at  without  suddenly 
breaking  into  screaming  sounds. 
However,  she  has  already  fathomed 
one  or  two  of  these,  and  I  have  heard 
from  the  editor  that  they  can  be  read 
and  understood,  so  all  should  be  well. 

Nevertheless,  as  I  look  back  there 
have  been  some  very  interesting  days 
with  different  secretaries,  when  we 
have  tried  to  understand  each  other. 

I  must  be  generous  and  say  I  have 
always  learnt  something  from  them 
in  the  pa.st,  whether  because  I  had 
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forgotten  something  or  whether  it  was 
a  matter  of  phraseology,  or  just 
because  at  the  time  of  dictating  she 
had  a  darn  better  idea  than  my  own — 
whereupon  I  was  the  first  to  admit  it 
and  use  it. 

So  wish  me  well  on  the  one  hand, 
and  on  the  other  go  into  your  own 
office  and  have  a  second  look  at  your 
own  secretary.  She  may  be  worth  her 
weight  in  gold  whereas  you  may  only 
be  paying  her  in  tin.  Just  think 
objectively  on  how  much  she  has 
helped  contribute  to  the  efficiency  of 
your  business,  your  office,  and  your 
own  personal  peace  of  mind.

It  is  only  when  you  stand  back  and 
look  at  the  job  and  think  very  hard 
that  a  secretary’s  work  takes  its  right 
proportions,  and  fits  into  the  scheme 
of  things.  Of  course,  I  am  well  aware 
that  one  or  two  are  doing  this  as  in 
the  end  they  married  their  secretaries 
and  made  certain  where  they  stood — 
clever  fellows.  Probably  the  fact  that 
I  know  one  or  two  of  them,  and  that 
they  can  refer  to  Miss  Take  without 
flickering  an  eyelid  endears  them  to 
me.  So  I  wLsh  all  those  well  who  have 
been  properly  recognised,  and  to  those 
others— may  1953  bring  a  change.
